Tho day wo started was i, 


beautiful ono. 
Tho sky wan clear, 


nave a few flecks of iloeoy cloudti 
which la/ily flouted and took varied 
hhapoH IIH tho gontlo breeze from tho 
southeast 
moved them 
overhead. 


Onr ambulance team was a good one 
and we rnovhd out of tho Post with 
high hopes 
Our camp WHS located 


about 4 o'clock and then until dark 
wo prospected in different directions 
preparatory for our next day's hunt 
After supper,while sitting around tho 
oanip firo discussing the probabilities 
of the weather and matters pertain- 
ing to our situation as compared to 
but a few years ngo.whou tho Indians 
occupied this same ground ns their 
favorite place for taking tho doer, 
antelope and buffalo; I wilsreminded 
of a singular discovery I had mado 
in my doer rillo (Sharp-pattern) and 
remarked that 1 could not under- 
stand why a ring or a groove perpen- 
dicular to the ritloH had boon mado 
in tho barrel, somo three or four 
inches from tho chamber towards tho
